Especially are our thanks due to those 
who have so generously contributed to 
the financial support of Luvcirer during 
these months of trial and conflict, and 
hnve thus enabled us to keep the star of 
hope above the dark horizon. 


AE OSH ALOOSA, 

During tho more than six montha that 
we remaivod in» the Oskaloosa jail, not a 
minister came thoro to inquire regarding 
our precious souls, And yet they claim 
to bo the aceredited reprosentatives of a 
man assorted to bea god, who has do- 
clarod that ho came “to soek and to save 
that which was lost.” 

To Mr, and Mra. J. A, Hart and Dr. 
Raymond and Miss Lizzie Raymond, we 
are under mauy obligations for kind 
words aud deeds, ‘To the jailer, Seth 
Fairchild, we are greatly indebted for 
uniformly considerato treatment. Courte» 
ous, generous, unpretonding, Mr, F, 
dischargod tho duties of his place without 
offense, and in his presence one always 
forgot the officer and remembered only 
tho man. Naturally a gentleman, all 
hia years of service as jallor have not 
been euough to teach him the lossou, 
learned hy some officials in a week, that 
after n man js once “bebind the bars” be 
has neither rights nor human feeling, 
If ho had a request to rofuse, a disagreea- 
bie work to do, he always made one feel, 
without words, that ho was sorry and 
would do differently if Lo could. Our 
weary months of imprisonment wero 
rehioval of much of their otherwiso nt» 
tondant gloom aud pain by the fact that 
Seth Fairchild was jatlor, aud we sine 
corely hupe that these weak words of 
appreciation and thanka will cause him 
no ipconventence, Again we thauk 
hin. 

When we come down to Sheriff Honeb, 
it may all be summed up in the single 
seutence,—ho is im every respect the op- 

posite of jailer Fairchild, He seems 
tho incarpation of what Whitman so 
aptly calla the “never-oudiog impudence 
of elected persons.” Dogberry was 
nothing to him. Excoodingly provincial 
in dialect and thought, ho was always 
finding a "maro'a nest” in our papers and 
correspondence, and continually acous- 
ing some ous of saying or writing some- 
thing the furthest possible remove 
from the thing that was said or, written. 


Of tho grent world of literature and iu- 
tellectual life, he svems to kuow abso- 
lately nothing. Inhislexicon, “crime” 
was n violation of “law,” whether the 
“law” was just or unjust was nothing to 
bim. He could seo no difference. Hence 
he could not discriminate. The worst 
criminal had the same appearance jo 
his eyes as had the individual who had 
injured no one, but who was guilty of 
some merely technical offense—one who 
had not complied with all the rales and 
regulations laid down by the paternal 
State. But withall this reverence for 
“law, he knew the mother of paternal 
laws, Public Opinion,and he once said to 
ua that if as large numbers were doing 
aa we had done as were continually 
violating the prohibitory law, it would 
be allright.

in thoir oase has 
doubtless brogght them to their senses. 

This dispatch is in line with moat 
of the others that had preceded it 
in regard to this ense—a mixture of 
truth and falsehood, the latter large- 
ly predominating. 

First, as to the words “free-loy- 
ers.” tis quite {rue that in the 
good and only true sense of the term 
we are “free-lovers.” We recog- 
nize no other love than free love. 
We maintain that no other love is 
possible, and it is because we oppose 
the living together of two persons 
in the sex-relation, who do mot love 
each other, that we have been perse- 
cuted, threatened with murder, and 
robbed through all these weary 
months, Right hero is the head and 
front of our, offending Church 
marriage, civil law marriage, as com- 
monly understood and enforced,does 
not release the parties because of the 
failure of the love principle as the 
prime principle of the conjugal con- 
tract or compact. We refuse to 
take upon ourselves vows whose 
fulfillment might, and in thousands 
of instances does, involve a life of 
legalized prostitution. In this good 
and true sense of the word we are 
“free-lovers,” but our enemies ine 
cluding the dispatch agents, have 
persistently used this word in its 
popular, but utterly false and mis- 
eading sense of “looseness” or dis- 
regard of moral obligation in the 
sex~relation, 

This disputch agent, (who wo are 
toll is the parson editor of the Inde- 
pendent) knows full well that Ed- 
win and Lillian werg not kept six 
months injail for “cohabiting with- 
ont legal marriage.” The legality, 
the validity of their marriage was 
not denied by tho judges, The Su- 
premo court expressly admits that 
marriage without lieonso aud legal 
oficer ia “valid marriage.” 

Itis not iruo that the “late decis- 
ion of tho supreme court * * 
brought them to their senses,” 
Tho opinions of tho aide in re- 
gard tothe moral and tegal charac- 
ter of this persecution have under- 
gone not thu slightest chango. 
Their reasons for abandoning the 
» licy of passive resistance to the rob- 
ber government were given in last 
issue of Lucirer and need not be 
here repeated. 

But mixed in with these charac- 
teristic falsehoods of the pross 
agent he has indicated ono or tie 
very substantial facts. It is true 


that one hundred and thirteen dol- 
lars and eighty cents in gold and 
currency were paid into the county 
coffers as the price ot the liberation 
of an innocent man and woman, the 
lattera minor in years. Judging 
from the countenances of the offi- 
cers—sheriff and clerks—they wero 
well pleased with the result of the 
rotracted struggle, They evident- 
y looked upon the payment of this 
money asa victory for Jefferson 
County. Perhaps it was. 

Yes, it was a victory, just such a 
a victory as was that of Charle- 
magne when he robbed and slaugh- 
tered the Saxons because they 
would not submit to the rite of 
Christian baptism, It was sucha 
victory as that achieved by the 
King of Franco over the Huguenots 
on the-night of St. Bartholomew's, 
It was a victory of brute, unreason- 
ing force*and of priestly Just of 
power, over the natural, the inalien- 
able rights of men and women. 

The sheriff had just said to tho 
father of Lillian Harman—said it in 
the cold, lard and cruel tones of a 
man whose human feelings, if he 
ever had any, were crushed out by 
his reverence for legality—standing 
atthe jail door he said, “I would 
keep them in theroas long as they 
live, unless ordered by the commis- 
sioners to turn them out.’ This 
man bad simply sunk his manhood 
in the official,” When he became 
an officer he ceased to be aman. 
If the Judge and the commissioners 
had told him to cut off Lillian'’s 
head’ he doubtless'‘would Dave done 
so with just as little compunction 
as he would keep her immured in 
that dark cell till she should dio 
thero of disease engendered by lack 
of sunshine, exercise, and free air. 
And justso with the clerks. Their 
worship of tho god legality had par- 
alyzed their feelings of natural sym- 
pathy aud stifled their protests 
against what their common pense 
must havo told them was a most ter- 
rible outrage inflicted upon inno- 
cent citizens, 

Yes, Jefferson county is now 
ahead and can crow over its victory, 
so far asthe plunder is concerned, 
but how will it be a hundred, or, 

evhaps, twenty-five years hence? 
iven now we think there are many 
who are willing to admit, as did ono 
of tho oldest and best known citi- 
zens of the county in our hearing 
tho other day: 

“Anybody can see, casily enough, 
that this is simply another case of 
clerical persecution." te

STILL TIGUITENING THE REINS, 


Tu the Pennsylvania Legislature 
lately, a Bill has been reported by 
the Judiciary Committee, as follows 
as condensed by the press: 

The Judiciary General Committee report- 
ed tho Anti-Mediam Bill favorably. It pro~ 
vides that if any person in thestate shall 
protend to any person, or to the publio, that 
he or she is a medium, by or through whom 
communications or messages oan be received 
from the spirit of any deceased person to or 
for nny living person for lacre or gain, and 
shall communicate, dotude, deliver or give, 
or cause tobe communicated, deliverod or 
given, any stich protended communication 
or message to or for avy living person, he or 
she shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
punishable by tue and imprisonment of not 
less than $10, nor more than $100, and not 
less than fifteen days, nor more than two 
yoars. « 

This is another turn of the legis- 
lative screws, greased by religious 
intolerance, in order to strangle 
tree speech and action. 

A more odious Bill to crush me- 

diums,Spiritualists and Freethought 
Thave never seen attempted by any 
legislature, Born in ignorance of 
nutural law and justice, it echoes 
the cruelties of the Inquisition and 
should it become a law, it ‘vould re- 
inaugurate a state of society lead- 
ing directly to that which hang 
witches at Salem two hundred years 
ago.

An advocato from my boys 
hood of woman's pulitical enfranchise- 
ment, I can now see, in my more mature 
yeare, that her investiture with political 
power will no more bring peace and 
prosperity ind happiness to the Indì» 
vidual and the family, tkan has the poa- 
session of the ballot by laboring men 
brought them prosperity and peace and 
happiness. Woman has the same 
natural right to vote ns has man, for 
voting is but n formal way of expressing 
one’s opinion, but with a secret ballot, aa 
as in tbis country, voting simply means 
forcing the opinion of Smith and Brown 
down the throat of Jones and compelling 
him to order about overy concern of his 
life in harmony with their ideas, and so, 
no matter how much he may bo injured, 
bo has no remedy, they voto n secret 
ballot und are therefore unknown and 
irresponsible. Aggregated and under 
coverof the secret ballot, they commit 
crimes which as individuals, wore knowo 
to commit, would put them beling stono 
walls andiuto striped suits,did they oom- 
mit them os common criminals do those 
similar or identical in effect.

MR, TUCKER CRITICIZED, 


Tho following criticism camo to 
us some mouths ago, but by one of 
those accidents from which oven the 
best regulated printing offices are 
not exempt, it was overlooked and 
neglected, Now, although some- 
what out of date, we give it inser- 
tion, not as endorsing all the opin- 
ions therein expressed, but rather 
as givingtho views of a well-known 
writer, a clear-headed thinker and, 
as we think, brave defender of truth 
and right as he sees those qualities 
incarnated in human conduct. 4, 

Epiror Lucirer: Tho rigid righteous- 
ness of Mr, Benjamin R. Tucker, of Bos- 
ton, fits in nowhere in practical life. 
He would have helped on the perseci- 
tion of Galileo because Galileo yielded 
under pressure of authority; he ‘would 
have turned tho cold shoulder on Roger 
Williams; he would have encouraged tho 
burning of witches. To the runaway 
slave he would havesaid, “Qo back, By 
making off in this way you recognize the 
tight of government to enslave, there- 
fore you aro unworthy of my friendship 
and assistance.” He would not throw a 
rope to a drowning man on account of 
a difference of opinion. 

I liko the attitude of Heywood bettor. 
Ho sees no excuse for persecution and 
espouses the cause of the pereccuted, 
without stopping to split hairs or bal- 
anceopinions. An iunocent man is in 
prison, ‘That ie all that need be known, 
Evon though he does nottoe the mark 
of Anarchy, or belong to the Methodist 
church, he should be defonded and sus- 
tained. Who would have spoken for 
the sontenced Chicago <Anarchista if 
everybody had set up his theory aud 
squared their conduct by it? They do 
not believe in law, yet whoin his right 
senses will turn againet them because 
they resort to law to recover their right- 
tul liberty? 

Tucker strains at n gont and swallows 
a camel; Lo is too good for this world 
aud the affairs of his own day; he be- 
longs to the kingdom of the Great Im- 
possible, and might as well be a saint io 
the church, 60 far as he is coucerned in 
the practical work of reform. Ali men 
Lavo their uses, but tbe men who accon- 
plish most are meu who conform in 
small things to great necessities; who 
yield and bend a littlerathor than break, 
and who can, if necessury, deviate a par- 
ticle from n direct line und go around 
an insurmountable obstruction rather 
tban batter their brains out trying to 
pass through it. 

To my notion, Walker and Harman 
nro too stiff necked, Their determing- 
tion to rot in prison is very heroic, but 
they can better sorvethe causo of human 


liberty by admitting to the Kansas au- 
thorities that the world stands stilt and 
that any other theory is a monstrous 
heresy, and so regain their liberty. 
Under pressure of the thumb screw a 
man is justified in believing in one god 
or n million, and concessions wrung 
from hina under torture, should never ba 
used against him by reasonable men— 
Tucker excepted. Butahuall I therefore, 
because these two martyrs do not toe 
my mark, turn against them, preach 
againetthem, ridicule them, aud sook to 
injure thom before a jury of the people 
called to sit in popular judgment on 
their case? Notif I know myself, 

It is enough that thoy are imprisoned 
for exercising their right to chooso how, 
whon and where they shall form n con- 
jugal partnership. To desert them bo» 
causo thoy are married, as Tucker docs, 
differs in degree rathor than in principle 
from punishing thom because they are 
not married, ns the stuto of Kansas does, 
In tho one caso is denied their 
liberty to marry ag pleases them; in the 
other caso is denied their liberty to 
marry ag they ploase. Porhaps in Bos- 
ton the quiddlera cau discover a differ. 
ence, but iu this benighted region it is 
not apparent. 

If they had gone before a priest and 
mide a pious parada of their intention 
to occupy the same apartments and beget 
childron, if it so pleased God—in other 
words, if they had been married in the 
most orthodox fashton and then imprison.

onre is the boycott instead of the battle, 
Mr. George teaches huwto boyeott rent 
and socinlism teuches bow to avoid in- 
interest.

To your first question I am con- 
strained.to. answer, No. Numbers add 
nothing to clearness of moral vision nor 
to the power to docide upon the literary 
merits of any book. ‘The expression, 
“of all croods and of no croeds,” is mis- 
leading. All men and women huve 
creeds of some kind~relfigious, political, 
economies, moral,etc, They read books 
and examino pictures in the light of soma 
of those crecds, and commend and con- 
domn them by the stardards which thosa 
creeds setup. Each'one of these mon 
and women con decide for him—or her- 
self,but vot for others. Our corres- 
pondont underscores the word “majority” 
for small capitals, doubtless supposing 
that his argument will be strongor il itis 
eloarly Lrought ontthat it is the ma- 
goniTy which demands a cortain restraint 
upon publication. But it will have this 
effect only upon those who have thought 
superficially upou this subject. One 
hundred men oxamine a given book, 
Otty-oneof these moncondemn the book 
and forty:nine commend it. Ilow pre- 
posterous to assumo that tho one body, 
larger by two votes, has the right to 
forbid the sale, purchase or porusal of 
the book by the entire one hundred] 
“But,” it may be urgod by our question- 
er, “Lam not speaking of a bare but 
of a ‘vast’ majority.’ Very well, but tho 
difficulty remains substantially the same; 
ifthe bratna of filty-ane men ara nat 
competent to decide for the forty-nine, 
will tho addition of ono hundred to the 
fifty-one give the latter any more mental 
aneuteness and vigor? Or, fo put it in 
another way; if he were one of a body of 
one hundrod men and all the otbors 
should pronounce a certain book bad 
which ho knew, in his own mind, was 
good, would the verdict of the ninety- 
nine alter his opinion as to the merits of 
tho work? Bunt, ns a matter of fact, the 
fow only decido upon the merits ar do- 
ineritant any book brought into court 
Take the recent case ot Mr. Wilson, of 
Now Jersey, sentenced tn two years im- 
prisnument nnd to pay a fino of five 
hundred dollara for mailing a copy of 
the classic, Balzao's “Droll Stories.” 
Tt is probably sufe to say that not ono 
porsonin ten thonsand in this country 
has ever read this book. How absurd, 
then, to say that the “vast majority" 
condemn itt A few literary Panl 
Prys, a prosecuting attorney and a judge 
who aro simply low-speciniists, and a 
pancl of twelve mon, not ono of whom, 
in all likelihood, ever before hoard of 
tho author or the book, sitin judgment 
upon the book and the seller and send 
tholatter to prison, No mattor how 
“vast” the majority which ia bohind tho 
Jittla baud of legislators and the zealous 
moddlers who aro tho real anthors of 
such a “law as tho Comstock Postal 
Statute, it ig only a small handful of 
mostly jguoraut and bigoted men who 
decide whether the prosecuted book 
comes within the pwrview of the stat- 
nto, And thoro is no limit to the evil 
which may be dono hy such a law, no 
matter how carefully drafted, or how 
conscientious its original promoters, for 
there is absolutely no standard by which 
any twelve men cau come to an honest 
and intelligent agreemeut npon the al- 
legod “obscenity” of any book,

Whatever tends 
to weaken the resisting power of the in- 
divitlual tends to deprive him of bis lib- 
erty. A million things do this, Forin- 
stances, the non-resistanee doctrines of 
the Bible; the blandishments of society; 
overwork aud under-work; vicious por- 
sonal habits, otc. The experience of 
mankind has failed to show that law in 
any Way induoes in men and women that 
self-reliant strength which alone ia 
capable of resisting temptation.

The very things that 
are of the most vital importance for 
them to kuow they are rarely taught, 
and the few who are properly educated 
at home run terrible riskain the common 
schools and in other placos where 
throug tho children of tho Christian an- 
ti-naturalists. Wero our childron aceus- 
tomed from their infaucy to tho sight of 
the unde human boty, and frankly told 
ull that their paronta know regarding the 
nature and functions of all portions ot 
tho human anatomy and physiology, 
there would be no question of “obscon- 
ity,” for the roason that thera would be 
bo mystery ns a subject for broodiug im- 
agination. There would be no craving 
forthe lifo-shortening stimulus of un- 
natural indulgences. It is not knowl- 
edge and tho undraped that perverts and 
killa. It is Igaorance, itis Mystery. 
Every man who shall read this and who 
does hisown thinking, kuows that tho 
sight of a perfectly nude body is not one- 
teuth part as oxviting to bis sexual na- 
turo as ia a completely clothed body 
which in como one or many portions af 
its garmentivg suggests something which 
he doos not sec, 

In conclusion: Parents ore the natural 
guardiaus of their chillron. If any 
father aud mother, in their knuowlodge or 
their ignorance, decide that certain 
books or pictures are of such a nature 
that they do not wish their children to 
see them, they can keep theu out of 
their homes, but they havo not thoright 
to dictatetoothers. But these parenta 
aud all othors, will flnd that frankness 
in talking to their children on sox sub- 
jecte andan honest attempt to educate 
them properly, will do infinitely more 
to keep their minds pnre and their bod- 
ies healthy than all the logislation “that
